BILL 

To restore the Rights and Privileges of 
Corporators, in Ireland, 



by an Act oftheirwA Parliament, passed in the Preamble: 



the Second, intituled, ** An Act to amend and make more effectual an 
“ Act, intituled, “ An Act for better regulating Elections of Members 21 Ge«. j. 
5 “ to serve in Parliament, and for the more effectual quieting Corpora- 

“ tions, and securing the Rights of Persons who have or shall be elected 
“ into the offices of Aldermen and Burgesses, within any Corporation of 
this Kingdom,” it was recited, That whereas many of the Towns Cor- 
porate and Boroughs, not being Cities who send Members to Parliament, 

1 o in the kingdom of Ireland, had been obliged, for want of Protestant 
Inhabitants resident within the precincts of such Towns Corporate and 
Boroughs, to elect into the offices of Burgesses and other offices in such 
Corporations, persons who did not inhabit or could not be resident in the 
Precincts thereof ; and it was further recited, That whereas it had been . 
questioned, whether persons who were not Inhabitants within such Cor- 
porations could, within the letter of their respective charters, or some of 
them, be elected into or act as Burgesses or other officers, within such 
Towns Corporate or Boroughs ; and it was further recited, That whereas 
it then continued impracticable, in most of the said Towns Corporate and 
20 Boroughs, to find Protestant Inhabitants, who, on account of their cir- 
cumstances, were fit to be trusted in such offices ; and it was further re- 
cited, That whereas many suits and controversies might and were likely 
to arise, touching the legality of the elections of pereons who were not 
Inhabitants as aforesaid, and the peace order and good government 
25 of such Corporations might thereby be interrupted, and great mischief 
ensue, if not timely prevented ; For Remedy and Prevention whereof, 
and for the more effectual quiet and establishment of Corporations,

and securing the Rights and Privileges of Persons who had been or 
should be elected into any of the said offices or franchises, it was 
enacted and declared, by the said Act, That ho person who' had 
been or should be in all other respects duly elected and admitted into 
any of the said offices or franchises, in any Town Corporate or Borough, 5 
not being a city, within the said kingdom of Ireland, should be ousted 
out of any such office or franchise as aforesaid, or be any ways sued 
prosecuted or molested, for or by reason only of his not being an Inhabi- 
tant of or resident within such Town Corporate or Borough at the time 
of his election, but that it should and might be lawful to and for all and 10 
every person and persons who had been or thereafter should in other 
respects be duly elected and admitted into any of the said offices or 
franchises aforesaid, to hold exercise and enjoy such office or franchise 
as aforesaid, as fully and effectually to all intents and purposes, as if such 
person or persons was or were inhabitants of or resident within such 15 
Town Corporate or Borough, at the lime of his or their election : 

And whereas, the Reasons stated in the said recited Act for the enact- 
ment thereof, have ceased to operate, and it is expedient that the same 
should be repealed ; 

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY, 20 

That it may be Enacted j atiQ be it (Cttflcteb by The KING’S most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and imme- 
diately after so much of the said recited 25 

Act as is herein recited shall be and the same is hereby Repealed ; and 
the Rights and Privileges of Persons who shall hereafter be elected into 
any of the said Offices and Pranchises, shall be and remain in the same 
situation as they would have been if elected before the passing of the 
said recited Act, or as if the same had not been passed : Provided 30 
always, That the Rights and Privileges of Persons elected into any of 
the said Offices or Franchises before 

shall be and remain in the same situation as if this Act had not been 
passed. 
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
